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Ancient I Document 
Egyptians U 


(By Universal Service) 

CHICAGO, Sept. 12.—The most 
ancient medical treatise in the world 
an Egyptian papyrus inscribed 1700 
B. C., has been reassembled and 
translated. Dr. James H. Breasted, 
noted Egyptologist of the University 
of Chicago, announced today. 

It is the Edwin Smith manuscript 
of the New York Historical Society, 
only a few years older than the 
Hearst papyrus in the museum of 
the Univrsity of California, consider- 
ed one of the most valuable contri- 
butions to medical science in the 
world. " EY) 3 

Dr. Breasted, who himself made 
the translation of the Smith papyrus, 
declared today that the manuscript 
proves that physicians of Egypt were 
true scientists and not mere magici- 
ans, as commonly believed. 

Cireulation Understood 

The author of the manuscript, 
whith is fifteen feet long, was a 
deep student of anatomy with know- 
ledge of the human skeleton and 
even of the circulation of the blood 
which was not definitely establish- 
ed in the occident until 1616 when 
Dr. William Harvey made known his 
discoveries. 

The case is divided into ‘“symp- 
toms,” “diagnoses” and “treatment.” 
Cancer Discussegl 
One of the cases the author dis- 
cussed was that of “karkinoma’— 
the modern cancer. He traced the 
ravages of the disease from the 
head to various parts of the body, 
discussing the treatment of the ail- 
ment in the nose, jajvs, ears, lips, 
throat, neck, collarbone, throat and 

spine. Te ae 

Many of the cases were those of 
fractures evidently suffered by tho 
workers in the» pyramids and the 
ancient temples, crushed perhaps by 
the heavy stones they rolled across 
the _ plains. 

In one gigantic grave 1,200 bodies, 
the majority of them showing them 
victims of accidents, were unearthed, 
Dr. Breasted pointed out in support 
of his contention. : 

The title of the papyrus is 
Great Book of Surgery and External 
Medicine.”
